VESSEL RAIDED AND 


SUNK BY GUN FIRE

Nan tucket, Mass , Aug 13 —The 


auxiliary schooner, Earl and Nettie, 
was added todaj to the list of fishing 
vessels sunk b> a German submar- 
ine off Georges bank, Saturday. The 
six members ol the crew, picked up 
100 miles east of Nantucket and 
brought here with four survivors of 
the schooner, Lena May, reported 
that> their vessel had been sunk by 
gun-fire after having been looted by 
a raiding squad from the U-boat 


Eftorts to find other fishermen 


adrift in dories were held up by a 
fog. 
The boat bringing the survivors 


of the Earl and Nettie and the Lena 
Maj made port safely. 


With the arrival of the men from 


the former, the number of fishing 
vessels known to have been'Suuk was 
increased to 10. Two steamers, JJie 
Penistone of British registry, and the 
Swedish freighter, Sydland, also were 
sent to the bottom off the New Eng- 
land coast by the submarine. 


Captain Frank Lynch and two 


members of the crew of the Lena 
May had not been accounted for by 
shipmates who reached here 
The 


Earl and Nettie's men reported that 
they were subjected to many indig- 
nities by the U-boat's crew. 
The 


personal effects of the fishermen ,of 
little intrinsic \alue, were taken, 
along with provisions and clothing 
In several instances requests that 
they be permitted to retain trinkets 
were refused 'by the enemy, who 
swore at them and showed a more 
hostile attitude than that noted by 
the crews of other boats sent down. 


An American flag, torn from the 


masthead of the little schooner, Lena 
May, 
one of the fishermen sunk by a 


German submarine off the New Eng- 
land 
coast 
Saturday, 
was 
taken 


aboard the enemy craft by a Ger- 
man officer, who wrapped it around 
his neck and gave a grotesque exhi- 
bition of dancing, while his men, 
each armed with a revolver, looked 
on and cheered. 


This was the story told here to- 


day by survivors of the vessel who 
were forced to witness the perform- 
ance 
The fishermen had been or- 


dered aboard the U-boat, where 10 
of them stood against the conning 
tower to be photographed. As they 
were being lined up for the picture 
thej were jeered by the U-boat crew, 
and knocked about when they failed 
to move as rapidly as the commander 
ordered. 


The mate of the Lena May declar- 


ed that the Germans were drunk. 


A member of the submarine crew 


who spoke English rather brokenly 
was asked why they wanted a pho- 
tograph. 


"That goes back to Germany," he 


replied, "to show what we do over 
here.

They look good in Berlin." 


All of the men from the Lena May 


and the Earl and Nettie, another 
fisherman sent down by our fire, 
said they received outrageous treat- 
ment at the hands of the Germans,

20,000 TONS COAL 


WILL BE SAVED BY 


RIGID INSPECTION 


The following is an article taken 


from the Dally Digest of The Coal 
Association. August 6th. 
^"The United States Fuel Admin- 
istration'^ conservation buieau re- 
ported a saving at the rate of 350,- 
000 tons of coal annually in its 
campaign for fuel economy in steam 
power plants says fuel administra- 
tion statement no 677 issued last 
night. This saving has been initia-" 
ted through the inspection of three 
hundred plants of the larger plants 
of the country 


Each of the 250,000 plants in the 


country will be inspected as fast a*. 
the work can be accomplished, and 
it is estimated that 20,000,000 tons 
of coal can be saved 


This saving has not been affected 


by anv closing down or curtailment 
of industry, and is the result "of ap- 
plying scientific methods to the op- 
eration of boilers and engines, 
it 


has put money in the pockets of the 
plant owners and at the same time 
made available a large amount of 
coal for the war needs and for heat- 
ing homes next winter.

the fuel engineering section, has just 
returned from a trip through the 
northern and central states, where 
lie was in conference with the ad- 
ministrative engineers in charge. 
David Moffat Myers chief adminis- 
trative engineer is in New York city 
speeding up the work there.

to general business is likely to be 
less than some will fear. 
Labor is 


service, and luxury producers may 
still get all the business they can 
do under present conditions. 


Our people have become too soft 


through the enjoyment of the super- 
fluities of life. 
It will be good forj 


us to get along with simpler pleas- 
ures. 
When a person gets to the 


point that he 
is dependent 
upon 


some necessary comfort or pleasure, 
it is a good thing for him to prac- 
tice going without it. Let him try 
self denial, and see whether he is 
the master of his own life and hab- 
its and soulior not. 


In these days oL great war profits, 


there are a let of people who do not 
have to think of money at all. They 
easily pay heavy taxes to the govern- 
ment, and never know it or feel the 
differencme. 
Many of these wealthy 


people do not modify their scale of 
living in the least on account of war- 
taxes. 
They do not need to. 
The 


luxury tax is the kind that will be 
the easiest to collect, and the easiest 
t:> avoid by the people of moderate 
means.
